2. THE SPEAKER IS PRIME MINISTER MULDOON -

- THE MEMBERS OF THE FORUM, THE HEADS OF GOVERNMENT 
OF THE FREE, INDEPENDENT STATES OF THE SOUTH PACIFIC,

AGREED THAT, IN CARRYING FORWARD THEIR CONSULTATIONS 
UNDER THE RESOLUTION ADOPTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF

IDEA OF A NUCLEAR- WEAPON-FREE ZONE IN THE SOUTH PACIFIC, 

THEIR OBJECTIVES WOULD BE TO ADVANCE THE CAUSE OF GENERAL 
DISARMAMENT AND (TO SEEK) THE CESSATION OF NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS TESTING IN THE SOUTH PACIFIC. IN TAKING SUCH 
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ACTION THEY WOULD RESPECT THE PRINCIPLE OF THE FREEDOM

RATU SIR KAMISESE MARA, WHO, WHEN ASKED STRAIGHT OUT

3. THE FORMAL EFFECT OF THE 1976 FORUM COMMUNIQUE WAS 
TO FURTHER DEFINE IN TWO RESPECTS (HIGH SEAS AND ANZUS) 
THE 1975 FORUM COMMUNIQUE. THAT COMMUNIQUE HAD 
EMPHASIZED THE IMPORTANCE OF KEEPING THE REGION FREE 
FROM THE RISK OF NUCLEAR CONTAMINATION AND INVOLVEMENT 
IN A NUCLEAR CONFLICT AND HAD COMMENDED THE IDEA 
OF ESTABLISHING A NUCLEAR WEAPONS FREE ZONE IN THE 
SOUTH PACIFIC AS A MEANS OF ACHIEVING THOSE AIMS. THE

MADE HIS INTERPRETATION OF THE SITUATION CLEAR IN THE 
STATEMENT QUOTED ABOVE AND THE GOVERNMENTS OF NEW 
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ZEALAND AND AUSTRALIA LIKEWISE INTERPRETED THE 1976 
FORUM COMMUNIQUE AS PERMITTING THEM FULL FREEDOM TO 
DECIDE TO PERMIT U.S. NPW VISITS.
